Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year 

1944. 


Once  again,  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  thdt  in 
spite  of  the  war,  the  health  conditions  in  the  Rural  District 
compare  favourably  with  those  of  peace  time. 

Examination  of  the  vital  statistics  does  show-,  however, 
an  unsat isfactory  feature , and  that  is  the  infant  mortality 
rate,  which  rose  to  45.16  compared  with  28.26  for  1943. 

While  it  was  perhaps  too  much  to  hope  to  maintain  the  figure 
at  the  unusually  low  rate  of  last  year,  the  large  increase  is 
disappointing. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  i,e.- 
ten,  is  the  same  as  last  year.  There  were  three  new  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  seven  last  year.  In 
view  of  the  increase  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in 
other  areas,  this  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

There  was  one  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  District:  immun- 
ization against  this  disease  continues  to  be  pressed  forward 
as  in  previous  years.  The  percentage  of  children  under  five 
years  immunized  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory:  it  should, 
however,  be  remembered  that  it  is  impossible  at  present  to 
obtain  reliable  figures  for  the  population  at  these  ages;  it 
seems  probable  that  41.15%  is  a low  estimate. 

I must  again  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  received 
from  Mr,  Blundell  and  his  staff;  and  Mis3  Phillips,  Clerk  to 
the  Health  Department  (at  Broadstairs);  and  the  co-operation 
of  the  other  Officers  of  the  Rural  District  Council,

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities . 

There  was  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  labora- 
tory facilities  for  the  Rural  District:  most  examina- 
tions were  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Maid- 
stone. A few  pathological  examinations,  in  connection 
with  patients  admitted  to  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isola- 
tion Hospital,  were  dealt  with  in  Canterbury, 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. 

The  ambulance  of  the  City  of  Canterbury  Isolation 
Hospital  was  used  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases 
from  the  Bridge -Blean  Rural  District. 

(b)  Non- Infect ious  Cases. 

Ambulances  from  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital 
and  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  (Herne  Bay  Division) 
were  available  for  cases  of  general  sickness,  disease 
and  accidents  which  occurred  in  the  Rural  District; 
there  was  also  an  ambulance  at  the  Chi s let  Colliery  for 
the  use  of  the  workmen  there;  and  the  Canterbury  Civil 
Defence  Ambulances  were  also  available  for  work  in  the 
Rural  District. 

There  was  no  change  as  regards  co-ordination. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

An  efficient  system  of  District  Nursing  was  in 
operation  in  the  Rural  District,  twenty-four  parishes 
being  served  by  the  local  District  Nursing  Associations 
affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association;  the 
other  two  parishes  were  served  by  local  Associations. 
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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics, 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.

An  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic  was  held  at

Dental  Clinic. 

A School  Dental  Clinic  was  held  in  Canterbury,  which 
served  the  surrounding  district,  including  the  Bridge- 
Blean  area.  There  were  also  facilities  for  the  dental 
treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  and  infants 
under  five  years  of  age,  attending  the  Kent  County  Council 
Welfare  Centres  around  the  Canterbury  District , 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hos- 
pital, Canterbury,  the  Surgeon  in  attendance  being  A.  B. 
Beresford- Jones  Esq.,  M.S.,  M.B.  , 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries . 

The  Dispensaries  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
Canterbury,  and  at  the  Kent  County  Council  Clinic,  Herne 
Bay,  were  available  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Bridge- 
Blean  Rural  District.  The  days  and  times  when  the  Dispen- 
saries are  open  are  shown  on  page  6. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics , 

The  Clinics  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
Canterbury,  and  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Dover, 
were  available  at  the  usual  times  for  anyone  residing  in 
the  Rural  District.  For  days  and  times  of  Clinics  see 
page  6 .

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  which  were  notified  in 
the  Rural  District  were  removed  to  the  City  of  Canterbury 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Smallpox  Hospital. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Dover  Town  Council  for 
cases  of  Smallpox  to  be  admitted  for  isolation  and  treat- 
ment to  the  Borough's  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Poulton  was 
still  in  force  during  1944:  fortunately  no  cases  of  this 
disease  were  notified  in  the  Rural  District.

This  District  was  served  by  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital,  Canterbury,  and  the  Queen  Victoria  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, Herne  Bay. 


SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  Rural  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  three 
different  public  supplies  and  local  wells:  nine  parishes 
are  served  by  the  Margate  Corporation,  five  by  the  Mid- 
Kent  Water  Company,  and  six  by  the  Canterbury  Gas  and 
Water  Company;  three  other  parishes  are  served  by  the 
latter  Company  and  local  wells;  approximately  eighty  per 
cent,  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  main  water,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  by  1945  every  parish  will  be  connected  to 
the  mains . 

Eleven  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  three  public 
supplies  and  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacterio- 
logical examination,  showed  them  to  be  good  waters  and 
quite  satisfactory;  and  of  six  samples  taken  from  private 
supplies  only  one  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


There  are  two  sewerage  schemes  in  operation,  one 
for  the  Parish  of  Harbledown  and  one  for  the  village 
Hersdbn,  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Westbere.  In  the 
remainder  of  the  District  sewage  is  disposed  of  by. 
means  of  privies,  pail  closets  and  W.C's  draining  into 
cesspools . 

No  extensions  were  made  during  the  year.  The 
Harbledown  beds  are  working  satisfactorily,  but  the 
Hersden  system  is  still  unsatisfactory,  the  sewage  en- 
tering the  river  in  practically  a crude  state. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
and  the  removal  of  the  contents  of  pails:  an  efficient 
system  of  doing  this  by  means  of  mechanical  vehicles  is 
employed.  There  were  no  extensions  of  these  services 
during  the  year. 


H^P-P  ickers 1 Encampments. 

Fourteen  Hop-pickers’  camps  were  occupied  during 
the  year,  housing  approximately  1,200  persons  engaged 
in  hop-pjicking . 

The  lodging  accommodation  and  sanitary  arrange- 
ments were  fair,  and  most  of  the  camps  had  a main  water 
supply,  but  the  cookhouse  accommodation  was  bad.  How- 
ever, the  general  camp  supervision  appeared  to  be  good. 

Fifty- seven  inspections  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  1944.

SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 

War  conditions  have  not  particularly  affected  the 
housing  situation  in  the  Rural  District:  houses  are 
badly  needed,  but  mostly  to  replace  unsatisfactory  pro- 
perty. 


SECTION  B.-  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk. 


In  the  year  1944  there  were  120  Producers  and  38 
Retailers  of  milk  in  the  Rural  District,  and  273  visits 
were  made  to  these  premises  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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Seven  farms  were  licensed  to  produce  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  and  24  to  produce  Accredited  milk. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  samples  of  milk  were^ 
submitted  to  the  County  Council  Laboratory  for  bacterio- 
logical examination:  details  of  the  samples  submitted 
and  results  were  as  follows 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  ...  47  (42  Satisfactory) 

Accredited  Milk  ...  ...  92  (69  Satisfactory). 

Appropriate  action  followed  in  the  case  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  . 

Four  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli  and  all  proved  to  be  negative. 

School  Milk. 


Thirty-eight  samples  of  school  milk  were  taken  from 
14  different  schools  by  the  School  Inquiry  Officer  and 
sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  exami- 
nation: thirty-three  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  were  eight  slaughter-houses  In  the  Rural  Dis- 
trict, but  since  1941  routine  slaughtering  has  been  car- 
ried out  in  the  City  of  Canterbury,  under  the  Ministry 
of  Food  Centralizing  Slaughtering  Scheme, 

With  regard  to  other  foods,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
made  a total  of  45  visits  during  the  year,  of  food  prem- 
ises, which  included  inspections  at  the  13  bakehouses. 

During  1944  a total  of  approximately  7 cwts.  4 qrs . 
of  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Diphtheria  Immunization. 


The  scheme  continued  to  operate  as  in  previous 
years:  Clinics  were  arranged  as  necessary  by  the  Health 


Visitors  for  large  groups  of  children,  and  by  General  Prac 
titioners  in  their  own  Surgeries  for  small  numbers  and  in- 
dividual cases.  The  accompanying  table  gives  the  figures 
for  the  last  four  years.  The  assistance  of  the  County 
Health  Visitors,  the  School  Teachers  and  the  Doctors  m 
this  work  is  much  appreciated.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Re- 
port, as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Broadstairs 
and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District  Council. 

The  year  1944  falls  naturally  into  two  parts,  a 
first  period  till  the  late  summer,  when  the  war  situa- 
tion remained  as  urgent  as  ever,  or  even  more  so;  and 
the  period  since  that  time,  when  as  a result  of  victo- 
ries on  the  Continent,  the  sense  of  emergency  began  to 
retreat  from  the  area  and  the  move  towards  normal  con- 
ditions began. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  public  health,  the  past 
year  presents  no  unusual  features:  there  were  no  epi- 
demics; and  Infant  Mortality,  that  most  sensitive  in- 
dex of  social  conditions,  though  higher  than  last  year, 
was  not  indicative  of  any  real  deterioration  of  sanitary 
circumstances . 

It  may  be  noted,  in  passing,  that  where  numbers  are 
small,  as  in  the  Urban  District  during  1944,  wide  fluc- 
tuations, whose  real  significance  is  much  less  than  would 
appear,  are  easily  set  up  in  rates  per  1,000. 

Various  war  time  expedients  to  carry  out  many  neces- 
sary works,  such  as  District  Nursing  and  the  provision  of 
a Town  Ambulance  Service,  were  maintained  as  in  previous 
years,  by  the  authority  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Commit- 
tee, through  the  co-operation  of  the  Civil  Defence  Per- 
s onne 1 , 


I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  United 
Districts  Joint  Committee  and  of  the  Broadstairs  and  St. 
Peter's  Urban  District  Council  for  their  constant  inter- 
est and  support,  and  also  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff 
for  their  loyalty  and  zealous  co-operation.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto,  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maid- 
stone. A few  clinical  investigations,  secondary  to  the 
acceptance  of  candidates  for  superannuation  under  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter1 s Urban  District  Council  were 
carried  out  at  Ramsgate. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

( a ) Infectious  Cases . 

The  arrangements  previously  made  by  the  Isle  of 
Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board  with  the  Whitstable  and  Dis- 
trict Ambulance  Committee,  for  the  removal  by  ambulance 
of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  to  the 
Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  con- 
tinued until  the  end  of  February,  when  a new  arrangement 
came  into  force,  whereby  cases  of  infectious  disease 
needing  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  were  conveyed 
in  the  Haine  Hospital  ambulance,  which  was  loaned  by  the 
Isle  of  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  the  Ramsgate 
Borough’s  Civil  Defence  Service  and  which,  on  these  occa- 
sions, was  manned  by  Ramsgate’s  Civil  Defence  personnel. 

( b)  Non-Inf ectious  Cases. 

The  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter ’3  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil continued  to  operate  the  two  ambulances  of  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  which  were  manned  by  the  personnel  of 
the  Civil  Defence  Ambulance  Service.  The  arrangement 
worked  satisfactorily  through  the  year  and  the  following 
are  the  particulars  of  the  work  carried  out.

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Centre  was  carried  on  by  the  County  Council  at 
the  Clinic  in  St.  Peterfs  Road,  Broadstairs, 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  was  held  on  the . first  and  third  Wednes- 
day in  each  month  at  the  Clinic  in  St.  Peter* s Road, 
Broadstairs . 

During  the  year  the  Government  Scheme  for  the  evacu- 
ation of  expectant  mothers  to  maternity  homes  and  hostels 
in  or  near  Tunbridge  Wells  and  other  places  continued, 
and  the  arrangements  were  made,  through  the  office  of * the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Eight  expectant  mothers  availed  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity which,  compared  with  68  notified  births  for  the 
year,  gave  a proportion  of  11.76  per  cent. 
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Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

Patients  from  Broads tairs  and  St,  Peter1 s attended 
dispensaries  run  by  the  Kent  County  Council  at  Margate 
and  Ramsgate  as  hitherto.  Domiciliary  visiting  was  car- 
ried out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  District 
and  by  Nurse  E.  Brammer,  who  combines  the  office  of 
Tuberculosis  Nurse  with  that  of  Health  Visitor,  For

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation , 

During  1944  patients  suffering  from  infectious  ill- 
nesses and  requiring  removal  to  Isolation  Hospital  con- 
tinued to  be  admitted  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whits table 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  owing  to  the  continued  use  of 
Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for  other  purposes  and  the  sus- 
pension of  the  activities  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Joint 
Hospital  Board, 

Special  Arrangements  for  Smallpox  Cases. 

By  agreement  with  the  Kent  County  Council,  cases  of 
Smallpox  would  have  been  admitted  to  one  of  the  inland 
Hospitals,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Medical  Officer; 
fortunately  no  such  cases  arose. 

General  Hospitals. 

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Ramsgate  General 
Hospital  and  the  Margate  and  District  General  Hospital 
for  cases  of  illness  and  accident. 


Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

One  Nursing  Home  was  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year;  this  Home  has  seven  beds,  but  no  provision  for 
maternity  cases.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  carried 
out  one  inspection  during  the  year. 


SECTION  C.-  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA* 


Water . 

A full  account  of  the  water  supply  of  the  Broad- 
stairs  and  St.  Peter's  Urban  District  was  given  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938  and  no  changes  since  then  have 
been  reported. 

Bacteriological  investigations  were  carried  out 
at  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  at  fortnightly 
intervals  and  every  two  months  a chemical  analysis  was 
made  at  the  South  Eastern  Analytical  Laboratory  at  Can- 
terbury. These  procedures  made  an  effective  check  upon 
the  quality  of  the  water,  which  remained  at  a high 
level . 

The  one  natural  defect  which  the  water  possessed 
was  its  high  degree  of  hardness  and  the  "Permutit" 
softening  system,  previously  described,  continued  to 
operate.  The  water  had  no  plurnbo  solvent  action. 

All  dwelling-houses  in  the  area  are  connected  with 
the  Council’s  water  mains  and  have  a constant  and  suf- 
ficient supply.

Mosquito  Nuisance  in  Static  Water  Tanks . 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2622,  issued  on  the 
8th  April,  1942,  referred  to  the  necessity  for  taking 
action  to  prevent  mosquitoes  breeding  in  static  water 
tanks.  Following  inspections,  representations  were 
made  to  the  National  Fire  Service  in  respect  of  seven 
bathing  pools  and  five  specially  constructed  tanks 
used  for  storing  water  for  fire  fighting  purposes  * 
Fresh  water  was  provided  in  all  cases  where  required 
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and  the  arrangements  made  for  the  addition  of  chemical 
substances  to  the  water  to  retard  mosquito  breeding. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs , 

During  the  year  two  verminous  houses  were  disin- 
fested. The  rooms  affected  were  thoroughly  sprayed 
with  liquid  insecticide,  with  satisfactory  results  in 
each  case. 


Damage  by  Moth. 

Fifty-four  inquiries  were  received  during  the 
year  regarding  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Council 
in  moth  destruction;  forty-nine  premises  and/or  fur- 
nishings were  disinfested  and  inspections  made  and 
advice  given  in  other  cases,  giving  the  following

SECTION  D.  - HOUSING. 


At  the  end  of  1944  there  were  approximately  900 
unoccupied  houses  in  the  district,  owing  to  the  volun- 
tary evacuation  scheme:  few  of  these  were  available 
for  letting,  some  belonging  to  evacuated  persons  who 
will  return  to  the  district,  and  others  being  held  for 
sale . 


During  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  a demand 
arose  for  working-class  houses,  from  persons  coming  in 
to  the  area,  mainly  from  districts  subject  to  flying 
bomb  and  rocket  attacks. 

Owing  to  Civil  Defence  duties,  no  routine  housing 
inspections  were  made,  but  in  all  cases  where  housing 
defects  were  reported,  action  was  taken  to  have  the 
defects  remedied. 

Three  hundred  and  three  visits  were  made  during 
the  year.

Biological  Tests  for  Tuberculosis . 


Seven  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examina- 
tion, six  proved  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis,  and  one 
sample  was  positive.

OTHER  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria  Immunization . 

The  scheme  outlined  in  previous  reports  remained 
in  force,  the  immunization  injections  being  carried 
out  by  the  private  medical  practitioners  in  the  town, 
who  are  remunerated  in  accordance  with  the  scale  ap- 
proved by  the  British  Medical  Association. 

Propaganda  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  School  Nurse,  in  the  Baby  Clinics  and  also  in  the 
Schools . 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  thought  that 
as  the  Urban  District  was  filling  up  and  children  were 
returning  from  evacuation,  more  reliable  figures  were 
required  of  the  percentage  immunized  against  Diphtheria 
and  where  children  of  school  age  were  concerned,  experi 
once  in  a neighbouring  town  showed  that  a questionnaire 
through  the  schools  was  a most  effective  means  of  ob- 
taining information,  and  permission  was  obtained  to  in- 
cur expense  in  having  such  questionnaire  forms  printed. 

In  December,  as  authorized  by  the  Health  and  Hous- 
ing Committee  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  forms  of 
enquiry  relating  to  school  children  and  their  younger 
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siblings,  were  circulated  through  the  schools,  and 
these  were  very  fully  completed  and  returned,  thanks 
to  the  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers.  The  returns 
were  analyzed  in  the  office  and  a fairly  comprehensive 
picture  was  made  available  of  the  state  of  immuniza- 
tion of  the  children  in  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s 
Urban  District.  It  was  not  100$  complete,  because 
there  were,  of  course,  a certain  number  of  pre-school 
children  without  older  siblings  in  school,  who  were 
omitted:  nor  in  the  fluid  state  of  the  population  at 

the  time,  could  the  list  be  claimed  to  be  absolutely  up 
to  date. 

An  outline  of  publicity  plans  for  an  Immunization 
Campaign,  to  take  place  early  in  1945,  was  considered 
and  the  Committee  advised  that  advertisements  in  the 
Press  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Brochure  accompany- 
ing Ministry  of  Health  Circular  170/44,  should  be  pub- 
lished. 

The  names  of  the  unimmunized,  which  were  shown  on 
the  school  enquiry  forms,  were  passed  on  to  the  Health 
Visitor,  with  the  request  that  she  should  make  domici- 
liary visits  upon  them:  and  it  was  further  suggested 
that  the  Publicity  Campaign  through  the  Press  should  be 
co-ordinated  to  correspond  with  her  tour  of  visits. 

The  following  table  gives  the  particulars  of  the 
Diphtheria  Immunization  Scheme  since  its  commencement: 
the  slight  difference  in  the  total  number  of  children 
immunized  as  represented  by  the  sum  total  of  those  in 
the  age  groups  5 to  15,  and  the  number  represented  by 
the  sum  total  of  the  number  of  children  at  the  end  of 
1944  in  age  groups,  represents  the  children  who  have 
attained  the  age  of  15  years  and  consequently  no  longer 
appear  in  the  school  records.-

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre- 
vention of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  following  table  that  the 
number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
very  low  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  there 
was  a total  of  225  cases  and  during  which  year  there  was 
a brisk  epidemic  of  Measles.  No  epidemics  occurred  in

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Herne  Bay.  The 
year  has  been  free  from  any  serious  incident  and  the 
general  health  of  the  population  has  been  very  good  in- 
deed. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  again  in  the 
summer  and  autumn,  enemy  air  activity  caused  many  nights 
of  disturbed  sleep,  but  everyone  seemed,  after  four  years 
of  war,  to  have  become  accustomed  to  such  things  and  were 
none  the  worse  for  it. 

The  low  birth  rate  and  high  death  rate  figures  re- 
corded are  accounted  for  by  the  unusual  distribution  of 
population;  a large  number  of  young  people  left  the  town 
on  National  Service,  and  therefore  the  percentage  of 
elderly  people  was  increased.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
was  high  and  we  must  hope  for  a reduction  in  this  figure 
as  life  becomes  more  normal. 

Apart  from  a small  number  of  sporadic  cases  of  Scar- 
let Fever  and  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  there  was  little 
infectious  disease.  The  Scarlet  Fever  was  mild  in  char- 
acter and  there  were  no  deaths.  In  spite  of  the  shortage 
of  staff  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  able  to  take  all 
cases  of  infectious  disease  which  required  admission. 

One  of  the  most  urgent  questions  to  be  dealt  with  in 
the  immediate  future  will  be  the  provision  of  houses  and 
the  Council  are  well  aware  of  the  work  that  has  to  be 
done  in  this  connection. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of 
the  United  District  Joint  Committee  and  the  Urban  Dist- 
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rict  Council,  for  their  continued  support  during  the 
year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  my  colleagues,  and  es- 
pecially the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  of  the 
United  District  Joint  Committee  for  their  co-operation 
during  a difficult  year.

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SECTION  B. 

CENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities . 


All  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Urban  District  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory, 
County  Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of  charge. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 


( a ) Infectious  Cases . 

The  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable  Joint  Isolation  Hospi 
tal  Committee  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Whitstable 
and  District  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  removal  of 
patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

( b ) Non-Inf ectious  Cases  . 

An  ambulance  service  for  non-inf ectious  and  accid- 
ent cases  is  provided  by  a Division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  the  Urban  District  Council  making  an 
annual  grant  towards  the  fund. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  affili- 
ated to  the  Kent  County  Nursing  Association,  provides  a 
District  (Queen's)  Nurse. 


Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics . 

Dental  Clinic. 

There  is  a Dental  Clinic  in  connection  with  the 
County  Council's  School  Clinic. 

Maternal  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Centre  is  carried  on  in  the  Urban  District  by 
the  County  Council  at  the  New  Clinic. 
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Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic . 

This  Clinic  is  held  once  a month  at  the  new  Clinic. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic . 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hos- 
pital, Canterbury,  the  Surgeon  in  attendance  being 
A.  B.  Beresford-Jones  Esq.,  M.S.,  M.B. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries . 

The  Dispensaries  at  the  Kent  County  Council  Clinic 
in  the  Urban  District  and  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital,  Canterbury,  were  available  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town.  For  the  days  and  times  when  the  Dispensar- 
ies are  open,  see  table  on  page  6. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics. 


Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  anyone  in  the 
Urban  District  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases,  may  at- 
tend the  Clinics  at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital, 
Canterbury,  and  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Dover, 
for  treatment.  For  the  days  and  times  the  Clinics  are 
open  see  table  on  page  6. 


Hospitals . 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  Urban 
District  are  removed  to  the  Herne  Bay  and  Whitstable 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Smallpox  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Dover  Town  Council 
for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  Smallpox  at  the  Borough's 
Smallpox  Hospital  at  Poulton  was  still  in  force  during 
1944,  but  no  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Urban 
District . 

General  Hospitals . 

The  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  Queen  Victoria 
Memorial  Hospital,  Herne  Bay,  and  the  Kent  and  Canter- 
bury Hospital,  Canterbury,  for  cases  of  non-inf ecti ous 
illness  or  accident. 
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Registration  of  Nursing  Homes. 

One  Nursing  Home  was  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  which  provided  for  nine  patients,  six  mater- 
nity and  three  others.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
made  three  inspections  during  1944. 


SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water . 

The  public  water  supply  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay 
Waterworks  Company  is  exceedingly  pure,  and  frequent 
samples  show  that  it  is  of  excellent  organic  quality 
and  bacteriological  standard.  This  supply  is  constant 
and  abundant  and  is  derived  from  a deep  well  at  Ford. 

Scattered  about  the  rural  part  of  the  district  are 
89  houses  served  by  wells,  springs,  and  by  conservation 
of  rain-water  from  roofs:  this  supply  is  of  doubtful 
purity  and  is  often  insufficient  during  the  summer  months. 
High  priority  should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a pub- 
lic supply  to  as  many  as  possible  of  these  dwellings: 
this  would  be  comparatively  easy,  and  not  costly  in  the 
case  of  houses  at  Bullocks  tone,  where  the  need  is  most 
a cut  e . 

No  dwellings  are  served  from  stand  pipes,  and  98$ 
of  the  population  and  dwellings  are  supplied  directly 
from  the  water  mains  of  the  Herne  Bay  Waterworks  Com- 
pany. The  public  supply  is  extremely  hard  water  and 
therefore  there  is  no  danger  of  plumbo-solvent  action 
upon  lead  pipes  etc.,  and  these  soon  become  heavily 
coated  with  deposits  of  calcium  carbonate. 

There  were  no  extensions  of  the  public  water  sup- 
ply during  the  past  year. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  Drainage  and  Sewerage 
Scheme  during  the  year.  The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
informs  me  that  at  23  dwellings  drainage  systems  were 
reconstructed  and  that  complaints  of  choked  drains  were 
dealt  with  at  71  premises.  There  seems  to  be  no  doubt 
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that  drainage  defects  are  increasing,  and  undoubtedly 
there  are  many  unrevealed  fractured  drains  caused  by 
the  violent  earth  tremors  resulting  from  bomb  and  mine 
explosi ons . 


The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows 
with  regard  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area: 


Rivers  and  Streams . 


From  time  to  time,  action  was  taken  to  secure  pre- 
vention of  discharge  of  effluent  in  a stream  from  the 
Gas  Works . 


Closet  Accommodation. 

In  the  Urban  District  there  are  116  properties 
which  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer,  and  these 
have  either  pail  closets  or  cesspools.  Only  one  is  in 
a built-up  part  of  the  district,  and  this  is  served  by 
a pail  closet.  All  the  remainder  are  in  the  rural  area 
not  yet  served  by  public  sewers. 

At  the  premises  of  the  South  Eastern  Joinery  Works, 
Ltd.,  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  were 
specially  constructed  for  both  sexes. 


Public  Cleansing. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  securing  dust- 
bins, and  a stage  was  reached  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  when  several  hundreds  of  houses  were  without  proper 
receptacles;  the  position  has  since  improved  and  35 
dustbins  were  provided  upon  service  of  informal  notices. 

Owing  to  war-time  difficulties,  collection  of 
refuse  takes  place  weekly  instead  of  daily  in  the  centre 
of  the  town,  and  bi-weekly  in  other  areas.

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Shops  and  Offices . 

During  the  year  occupiers  of  shops  were  interviewed 
to  explain  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  and  the  Sun- 
day Trading  Restrictions  Act. 


Camping  Sites . 

The  Emergency  Defence  Regulations  prohibited  camp- 
ing in  the  Urban  District  since  soon  after  the  outbreak 
of  war:  however,  a temporary  licence  was  issued  permit- 
ting a caravan  to  be  used  upon  agricultural  land  at 
Eddingt  on . 


Smoke  Abatement. 


Occasional  smoke  nuisances  are  dealt  with  at  a 
local  factory. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs .

The  method  employed  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs 
at  these  houses  was  by  application  of  "Cescones,"  but 
"Cyanide"  is  occasionally  used  when  conditions  are  suit- 
able . 


Before  a tenant  occupies  a Council  House,  all  furn- 
iture is  carefully  examined  at  the  former  residence.  If 
a person  comes  from  outside  the  district  to  reside  in 
Herne  Bay,  the  furniture  etc.  is  examined  in  the  removal 
van  prior  to  being  taken  into  the  house. 

Disinfestation  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council 
on  behalf  of  private  owners,  and  is  subject  to  a charge 
to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  material.  When  "Cyanide" 
is  used  the  work  is  performed  by  a contractor. 

Re-inspections  are  made  after  disinfestation  has 
been  completed,  to  ensure  that  proper  precautions  are 
taken  to  prevent  re-infestation. 
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Rodent  Infestation. 


Fo? lowing  the  Ministry  of  Food  direction  to  carry 
out  a survey  in  1943,  and  the  subsequent  further  direc- 
tion to  deal  with  infestations  revealed  by  the  survey, 
activity  in  rodent  destruction  has  continued  with  very 
good  results  upon  the  lines  of  the  standard  technique 
advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  All  heavy  infesta- 
tions revealed  by  the  1943  survey  havo  been  eliminated, 
and  there  are  fewer  rata  in  the  Urban  District  than 
for  many  years.  A part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed 
and  expenses  are  recovered  from  owners  of  private  prop- 
erties dealt  with. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  premises  were  cleared 
of  rats  during  1944,  and  608  dead  rats  were  recovered, 
although  the  actual  kill  must  have  reached  a much  higher 
figure.  This  work  entailed  a total  of  2,076  visits  and 
re-visits  by  the  Rodent  Operators,  and  only  in  one  case 
was  it  necessary  to  take  statutory  action  under  the  Rats 
and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

The  sewers  were  dealt  with,  279  manholes  examined 
and  185  baited  at  all  parts  of  the  district.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  200  rats  were  killed  as  a result  of  operations 
in  the  s ewers . 


Disinfection . 

During  the  year  52  parcels  of  bedding  were  disin- 
fected: eight  parcels  of  bedding  destroyed  and  130  rooms 

disinfected. 


Schools . 


The  Sanitary  condition,  water  supply  and  milk  sup- 
ply of  the  schools  was  regularly  supervised  during  the 
year.  Enquiries  wore  made  at  the  schools  attended  by 
every  child  notified  as  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease;  contacts  were  excluded  and  articles  such  as 
pens  and  pencils  used  by  the  patients  were  disinfected 
or  destroyed. 


SECTION  D.  ~ HOUSING . 


The  following  report  on  the  housing  position  was 
received  from  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.- 
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"Routine  house-to-house  inspection  was  not  resumed 
during  the  year,  but  192  houses  dealt  with  upon  com- 
plaint were  thoroughly  inspected,  and  notices  (includ- 
ing four  Statutory  Notices  under  Section  9 of  the  Hous- 
ing Act,  1936)  served  to  bring  them  up  to  a proper  stan- 
dard of  fitness  and  a full  state  of  repair. 

"During  the  course  of  the  war  it  has  been  the  policy 
only  to  require  the  execution  of  the  more  essential  re- 
pairs, but  it  is  now  endeavoured  to  secure  complete  re- 
pair in  so  far  as  labour  and  materials  are  available. 

"The  population,  which  was  reduced  to  12,500  during 
the  war,  increased  to  nearly  15,000  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  and  this  intensified  the  housing  shortage. 

"Between  200  and  300  private  dwellings  remained  in 
use  as  military  billets,  although  very  many  of  these  were 
not  in  constant  occupation,  and  this  gave  rise  to  the 
impression  that  there  were  many  empty  dwellings  in  the 
town.  To  try  to  meet  the  housing  shortage  and  to  secure 
the  occupation  of  empty  dwellings  not  in  military  requi- 
sition, the  Council  decided  to  use  powers  of  requisition- 
ing houses  for  the  needs  of  those  inadequately  housed. 

A Sub-Committee  of  the  Housing  Committee  visited  a large 
number  of  houses,  and  subsequently  the  owners  were  given 
the  choice  of  either  occupying  the  dwellings  themselves 
or  letting  to  tenants  of  their  own  choice.  This  resulted 
in  the  occupation  of  empty  dwellings,  but  by  the  end  of 
1944  only  one  dwelling  had  been  requisitioned  as  owners 
preferred  to  make  their  own  arrangements  to  avoid  requi- 
sitioning by  the  Council. 

"During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  dealt  with 
33  dwellings  affected  by  dry-rot,  which  appeared  to  be 
most  prevalent:  this  increase  was  probably  due  to  the 
number  of  dwellings  which  were  closed  during  the  absence 
of  the  owners,  as  the  lack  of  air  movement  in  such  dwell- 
ings is  conducive  to  the  growth  of  the  dry-rot  fungus. 

In  remedying  the  dry-rot  trouble,  it  was  found  that  there 
was  a lack  of  appreciation  of  the  factors  which  are  neces- 
sary to  ensure  adequate  air-movement  beneath  the  floors 
of  a dwelling.  Air  bricks  in  external  walls  are  frequently 
badly  placed  and  badly  spaced,  and  partition  walls  are  not 
sufficiently  honey-combed.  Indeed,  It  was  found  that  many 
partitions  were  built  solid  beneath  floor  level,  and  when 
such  conditions  are  coupled  with  absence  of  oversite 
concrete  and  a complete  sealing  of  the  surface  of  the 
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floor  by  linoleum,  the  development  of  dry-rot  fungus 
is  inevitable.  Many  dwellings  are  constructed  with 
wall-plates  built  into  the  partition  walls,  and  when 
this  plate  is  destroyed  by  the  fungus,  partition  walls 
subside.  It  is  a method  of  construction  which  should 
not  be  permitted. 

"Fifty  houses  were  made  fit  for  habitation  in  all 
respects  during  the  year,  and  repairs  of  a minor  nature 
were  carried  out  at  51  dwellings;  a total  of  608  visits 
being  made  to  supervise  repairs  in  progress . 

"Seven  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  and 
abated ." 


SECTION  E.-  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Water . 

Reports  upon  samples  of  the  public  water  supply 
showed  the  following  results:-

Milk. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  staff  made 
240  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  five  notices 
were  served  upon  cowkeepers  and  dairymen  to  secure  im- 
provements to  cowsheds  and  dairies.  At  one  dairy,  a 
steam  sterilizing  plant,  for  the  efficient  cleansing  of 
churns  and  other  utensils,  was  installed;  and  the  cow- 
sheds at  one  farm  were  enlarged  and  improved,  and  a new 
dairy  constructed.  During  the  past  seven  years  six  dairy 
farms  have  been  modernized  and  brought  up  to  standard; 
and  in  the  same  period  four  unfit  dairy-farms  have  closed 
down;  there  remain  two  dairy-farms  which  are  of  very 
poor  standard. 
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All  milk  supplied  at  schools  is  now  pasteurized 
and  is  regularly  examined  bactoriologi cally  and  by  the 
phosphatase  test.

Phosphatase  Test . 

Thirty-six  samples  of  pasteurized  milk  were  exam- 
ined by  the  phosphatase  test  and  35  of  these  proved  to 
be  satisfactorily  pasteurized. 

Examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 


Sixty-nine  undesignated  samples  of  milk  were  exam- 
ined for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  all  proved 
to  be  negative. 

Cleansing  of  Dairy  Equipment . 

Systematic  efforts  were  made  to  improve  the  clean- 
liness of  dairy  utensils  by  periodical  submission  of 
rinse  samples  for  bacteriological  examination.  Outfits 
were  obtained  from  the  County  Medical  Officer:  these 
include  8 oz.  bottles  containing  sterile  water;  this 
water  is  poured  into  the  vessel  to  be  tested,  or  over

the  cooler,  after  which  it  is  returned  to  the  sterile 
bottle  and  forwarded,  in  an  ice-box,  to  the  County 
Pathologist.  During  the  year  32  coolers  and  vessels 
of  all  kinds  were  tested  in  this  way,  and  five  of  the 
utensils  showed  extremely  high  counts,  proving  failure 
to  cleanse.  Most  of  the  samples  were  exceedingly  good, 
with  a high  percentage  almost  sterile.

Moat  and  Other  Poods . 

Fourteen  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  and 
15  animals  were  slaughtered  at  farms.  These  were  all 
inspected  after  slaughter. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  Centralized  Slaughtering 
Scheme  operates  from  Canterbury,  and  the  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector  inspects  meat  at  the  slaughterhouses 
in  that  town,  by  arrangement  with  the  Canterbury  City 
Council . 

Representations  had  to  be  made  concerning  the  un- 
satisfactory handling  and  conveyance  of  meat  from  Can- 
terbury, and  improvement  resulted. 

During  the  year  a total  of  14  cwt.  of  food  was 
condemned  in  the  Urban  District,  and  this  consisted  of 
tinned  foods,  eggs,  meat,  cheese  and  fish.

Riparian  Sanitary  Authority  ; Shellfish . 

A case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  which  unfortunately  re- 
sulted in  the  death  of  the  patient,  was  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  consumption  of  infected  oysters  obtained 
from  the  beach,  and  not  treated  by  one  of  the  control- 
led methods  of  purification  specified  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  the  Public  Health  Shellfish  Regulations, 
1934.  Y/arning  letters  were  sent  to  all  local  fish- 
mongers and  fishermen.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria  Immunization . 

The  following  table  gives  the  particulars  with 
regard  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunization  Scheme  since  its 
commencement,  from  the  1st  January,  1941  to  the  end  of 
December,  1944.  The  satisfactory  percentage  of  child- 
ren immunized  in  the  town  is  due  to  efforts  of  the 
Health  Department  staff  and  the  Health  Visitors  in 
Herne  Bay.  A clinic  is  held  monthly  at  the  Welfare 
Centre  and  a reminder  is  sent  to  all  mothers  when  their 
children  are  due  to  be  immunized.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  a similar  percentage  will  eventually  be  reached 
throughout  the  country:  when  this  does  happen,  Diph- 
theria should  become  a rare  disease  instead  of  what  it 
has  been  for  years  past.

Food  Poisoning . 

At  the  beginning  of  February  a child  was  found 
at  the  Blean  Institution  to  be  infected  with  the  germs 
of  food  poisoning:  all  contacts  were  confined  to  the 
Institution  and  investigations  carried  out,  but  no 
more  cases  were  diagnozed.
